XTanalmo and Comaz->-Ooc^ FIao«B:for 
Farmers. 



We allaied a sliort time ago !o '.he neglect 
of the Government in encoiiragiij^' agriculture 
)u and arouml Xnniiiino. Since f.lion wo Lave 
obscrvoil thiit two iirojccls liuve been sot on 
foot to rcnicily tlic evil. A County r.aii^l 
OHicc lias been Cotabli.shcd there ; and some 
nttempta have been mndo to opo^ up the roads 
into the surrounding couutry. Both projects, 
it seems to us, are moremeata ia tfie right di- 
' rection, and it only remains to make tlie Ooauty 
° lAod OOice what it ought to be^ aud open the 
roads so that access can be had to tbo land, 
to render Naoaiino second only to Victoria it- 
self. In fact, we know of no farming district 
in the Coleny tliat ofll'rs greater i.-.daccnients 
to farniei'd, eilliei' to puri;liaso or ])re empt 
land. There aro largo tracts of fertile land 
in Monntaiu, CranbL>rry, and Cedar districts. 
There is a greater extent, -perhaps, in the lat- 
ter than in either of the others. At auy rate, 
tliero is enouLjli good land upon which to build 
lip Ecveral lloiiriahing settlements. I'rairic 
land may not be so pleutiful us in the Coiiiai ; 
but we think there are Other advantages that 
couotcrbalaucc the want of open country. 
The farmer who shall settle in tbo neighborhood 
ofNanaimovrill hare a market at his door. 
At the coal mines, or dependent on them, there 
are now some 300 and odd inhabitaots ; and 
beyond a few small gardens, and the com- 
xnencement of a farm this season, there is not 
a pound of vegetable produce raised to supply 
the market. JOvou grazing, for which the 
country is well adapted, is not attended to; and 
whatever beef or mutton may be conaamed has 
to be brought fruni Victoria. The farmers in 
tbe immediate vicinity of this town complain 
of foreign conijiotition ; but at .Va laimo tliat 
■ source of complaint would be ahiiOit entirely 
escaped. Besides that, two markets ofler them- 
selves to the settler iu the Xanaimo country. 

IftheNanaimo matkel sliould not prove 
large enough to consume the surplus pro- 
duce of a large settlement, then thero are 
the markets of Victoria and New Westmin- 
Bter open to them. The former would be 
seventy and the latter aboat thirty mileh 
distant. Thus the Kanaimo farmer may 
hare three strings to his bow; and neither 
of them at a distance too remote to make it 
unprofilable to transport his produce to mar- 
ket for sale. Vi'e very much do,abt, how- 
" ever, whether there ever will be any rerd 
necessity to seek any other 'market than 
Nanaimo. Its population is respectable in 
numbers even now. It possesses very ex- 
tensive coal fields ; and as agriculture be- 
comes developed there, so we belie vo the 
coal mines will employ a larger popula- 
tion either directly or indirectly. In that 
way both branches of industry would flourish 
—both be of advantage to each other. 
MTho Comax is somewhere about 70 miles 
liigher up the coast than ;Nanaimo, and 
from the aocoants of explorers it olTers one 
great inducement to the inteuding farmer — 
there is a great extent of open prairie coun- 
try tliere. All thai is required is to locate 
' a farm, fence it in, erect a liouse, and put 
the plough into the soil. It must bo ad- 
mitted the advantage of prairie land ready 
for the plow is a very great one indeed. 
Through such a coiinlry, no serious dilfi- 
cully would be found in the want of roads. 
It would cost but a trifling labor to make 
passable tracks in ihu dry season, and thus 
the farmer could reach the shore with his 
produce at a Iriflinj; outlay, either of time, 
moneji or labor. A farm may bo easier 
made.at Comax than at Nanaimo, as a gen- 
eral thing, yet the latter .has a market for 
produce at his door, whilst there would be 
no market for tbe Comax farmer neater than 
Nanaimo, New Westminster, or Victoria. 

It cannot, however, be a very long period 
before the increasing trade on the Northwesi 
coast will render ii an easy matter to sell 
produce t3 eoa-t(;r.s or have it freighted at 
low rates to a market. When such a period 
arrives il must bo apparent to every one that 
the Comax country will become one of the 
most llourishinL; scltlemcnls on tho Island; 
and farms that may now bo pre-empiud at 
a dollar an acre will be worth five, ten, or fif- 
""tSetrapnars per acre— ir very wisll situated, 
perhaps more. The early settlers either of 
Nanaimo or the Comax will have other op- 
portunities to enrich themselves than by 
' merely sowing and reaping. "Under the pre- 
emption laws all the coal, copper, lead, or 
taser metals found in the soil belong to tho 
prc-emptor. Within a very brief period the 
coal and copper veins, which are very numer- 
ous, will .soon become of great value. Capi- 
talists will not bo long wuiuingwho will cither 
lease or purchase ; and, as a matter of course, 
where many a pre-emplor may to-day locate 
simply for larmiiig j)nrposeH, within the no.tt 
five or ten years the discovery of coal or cop- 
per may double or (piiiitiiple the value of his 
pre-emption, improvemenls and all. Wa have 
an abiding faith in the copper leads, lixplor- 
otioDs indicate tjiat our coast, botweeu liorc 
and the Ooraa.t, is intersected everywhere with 
copper-bearing veins. Se it is only.a matter 
or time when they will bo turned to account. 
Another inducement to settle early iu those 
districts IS the oppdrtunity afforded to get hold 
of saw-mill and grist-mill sites ou water courses. 
,Sneh property, m h.^ country is settled up, 
will be a necessity, and vnUinble
